S I get a hallelujah here? 

* Wo?iVotAing? Maybe it was my timing — alittletoosoonafter 
~ this weekend's borrihe massacre in Tucson, in which alleged gun- 
's man Jared Loughner opened fire on a crowd of helpless civilians 
- with a semiautomatic pistol, which he had purchased legally. 

X Or perhaps I touched a sore spot, what with the recent gunfire 
; attack on two Philly police officers who survived thanks only to 
i their bulletproofvests. 

Anyway, U isn't my line: I’m just passing on the word from the 
gun industry, which wants you to know — when you're ready, 
of course — that guns don't kill people, people do. And though 
there might stem to be some relationship between the ease of 
obtaining semiautomatic assault weapons and our high levels of 
gun violence in America, well ,,, people kill people. So don't blame 
the guns. 

It’s brilliant logic, and whoru would the titans of American 
industry be without it? Take, for example, the cell phone industry, 
which has fought olT attempts in Pltilly and elsewhere to ban 
cell phone use in cars, lobbying instead for mandatory handset 
rules — even though plenty of evidence suggests it's the mental 
distraction, and not the physical act ofholdingaphone, that’s 
dangerous. But cellphones don’t kill people — people kill people! 
It's like a magic key that frees the great from the shackles 



responsibility. Its powers are limitless! Cigarettes can't smoke 
themselves! Got diabetes? Don't blame sugar! Slot machines 
emptying out a few old ladies? Well shame on the old ladies for 
playing them! 

This week, we’ve seen the formula rear its bead once again, as 
Americans began to question whether the incendiary politics 
of the right might have contributed to the apparent anger that 
drove Loughner to shoot at Congresswoman Gabnelle Giffords. 
The right has responded predictably: Right-wing politics doesn't 
kill anyone, they say defiantly — people kill people! 

Tb be fair, Loughner appears so far to be thoroughly mentally ill, 
and what details the press and 
authorities have gleaned about 
his own ideas are confusing and 
contradictory — the ideas of a

Shortly after 
the shooting, Pima County 
Sheriff Clarence Dupnik told 
CNN, straightforwardly and 
without apparent political

country have become very divided by a lot of the rhetoric which 
is designed, in my opinion, to inflame the public against public offi- 
cials,'' and that "tliat kind of atmosphere, in my opinion, influences 
people who are not stable,’’ 

Go ahead and disagree, but I thinkalotofusfoclagut instinct 
that he’s on to something, that a dangerous undercurrent runs 
beneath the rancorous, hateful brand of politics that's been 
emerging over the past few years, in various manifestations: the 
crosshairs Sarah Palin put on a map of political enemies: the 


bizarre, neo-nativist 'Birthers* who chal- 
lenge President Barack Obama's citizen- 
ship; the rise of anti-immigrant hysteria 
oven ns illegal immigration goes down. 
These aro different (though often related) 
currents, but put together they become 
a big, flowing river of gravy for another 
industry, loss tangible than guns but 
lucrative nonetheless: the hate industry. 

Those whose politics are hateful benefit 
from perpetuating bate. And when bate 
goes too far — when it takes the shape of a 
racist depiction of Obama, or death threats 
against politicians, or the murder of immi- 
grants, or, if it is indeed the case tills time, 
a murderous rampage?The hate jockies, 
like other smart industrialists, blame the 
very customers they feed on. 

Is there a fine line between espousing 
hate and the exercise of our precious free 
speech? You betcha — but there's still a 
line. And it sure feels right now like loo 
many people with authority are crossing 
it. At some point, hate — like sugar, fat, 
smoking and, yes, guns — does kill.

CAGE MATCH 

A rediscovered John Cage experiment pits 
your ideas against each other in West PNIIy. 

By Shaun Brady 

W here to begin? There’s the talk that John Cage gave in 1989 
in Nicasio, Calif., in which he conceived the ideaof speak- 
ingextemporaneously on 10 preconceived ideas, in random 
order, playing each back underneath its succeeding commentaries. 

Or you could start a few weeks earlier in Teliuride, Colo., where 
CageoShandedly dismised fellow composer Anthony Davis' iiicor- 
poraCkm of improvisatioD into his work. Cage was simultaneously 
disinterested in im^x-ovisation and disturbed by this contradic- 
tion to his all-embracing Zen philosophy, and the confrontation 
fingered in his mind imtil he decided at the last minute to forgo bis 
scheduled talk in Nicasio for a spontaneous new idea. 

But that's prologue. Cage neverperformed Che piece again, never 
even thought much of it over the following three years before his 
death. So maybe you wanttostart about a year ago. when the Ji^n 
Cage Trust’s Laura Kuhn approached the Slought Foundation about 
reviving the piece, leading to a reinterpretutionof a last-minute, ofT- 
Che -cuff experiment as a permanent installation, one that is at once 
onartwoik, a performance, an engagement and on archive, all in 
perpetuity, constantly reinventing itself with each new interaction. 

Could be that none ofthatmattersexcept OB background. F^rhaps 
you just fast-forward to the point when you walk into Slought, 


sit down in front of the computer screen and miert^bone in the 
dinily lit back room with a handfiilofindex cards and 10 roughly 
sketched ideas in mind, and create your own interpretation. 

Probably best to hold all of those leuping-offpointsin themind 
at mce,la,vered like the lOconceptssuggested by Cage’s How Tb Get 
S/orfed. ‘Everybody has 10 thoughts to share,' says Sloughtexecu- 
tive director Aaron Levy. “We hope this project makes possible a 
redeRnttkm of who gets to perform — that schoolkids pass through 
the space, politicians passthrough, not just a ooss-section of the cul- 
tural community but a really fascinating. diverse constituency that 
would reflect the myriad voices that make mrsociety what it is."

Firm Footage 

Jumatatu Poe's audio/visual obsession 
keeps his dancers on their toes.

IN STOCKING FEET. Jumatatu H)e sits onstage 
with hisBlackfierry layingjust a few inches from 
hisri^thand-At bast two cameras are rolling dur- 
ing this audience talkback for this late November 
preview of Flatland, at (he ftrformance Garage 
inFairmount, but Poe’s pheme is likely recording 
audio all the some. He likes to switch the recorder 
on at important moments — or any moment, for 
that mutter. 

A question about dialogue in the piece comes 
from the audience. 

‘Actually. Tve been thinking about bringings 
screenwriter into the process tn help craft some of 
the language.” he says, but then notices thutthe 
dancers sitting just behind him are trying to get 
his attention. He slaps himself on the head and 
grins; “Haywright! Of course I meant jJaywright,” 
he says, shaking his phone in frustratbn.‘’Iguess 
I can’t help but think digitally-"

EVEN OVER THE phoDe, you can tell Sherman 
Alexie laughs with his whole body. The author, 
who chatted with Ct(y Paper from his office in 
Seattle, has a jovial nature that holies the wistful, 
occasionally heartbreaking nature of his writing. 
A Spokane/Coeur d'Alene Indian (his preferred 
terminology) who grew up on a reservation in 
Waslungton state, Alexie has been chosen as the 
focus af2011'5 One Book, One l%iladelphia project, 
a citywide book club aimed nf b uilding community 
through reading. The Free Library has selected 
botli V/arDanets, an exquisite collection of poetry 
and short stories, and 77u Ahsolutefy Trut Diary 
of a Part-Time Indian, a young adult novel and 
winner of a 2007 National Book Award. 

CITY PAPER'. In an appearance on the Colbert 
Report, you explained that you don’t allow your 
books to be available digitally because it hurts 
local book communities. This project is trying to 
foster one. How did you gel involved with One 
Book, One Philadelphia? 

SHERMAN ALEXIE; They approached me. I’ve 
done it in a few cities, but Philadelphia is by far 
the large.st . And the thing that excited me — and 
that I think is ironic and fiin — is that the city 
where the U.S. was foimded is all reading a book 
by an Indian. It’s a hilarious take on colonialism. 
Me and the Liberty Bell — both cracked. 

CP: Your work deals a lot with sterylolling, and 
storytullors. In War Donees, the protagonists tend 
to bo musicians, filmmakers and writers. 

SA: It never even occurred tome that they were 
all storytellers, in one form or anotlicr, that way. 
As you were asking the question. I thought maybe 
it was some sort of nostalgia, in this digital age. 1 
think maybo I was subconsciously calling back old 
ways of telling stories ami d all this rapid change. 
The last two years, I’ve just been lonely about the 
way things used to be. ... War Dances is roally 
structured like my very first book. The Business 
ofFancydancing, so 1 guess you could say it was 
an exercise in pitiful nostalgia. 

CP; By constantly reinfordng the idea of storytell- 
ing as an act, you call attention to the foct that it’s 
not objective. In this collection, the idea arises 
again and again that something can be factually 
false but emotionally true. 

SA: I’m a literary writer, but I'm also an enter- 
tainer. Much in the same way you look at a TV or 
watch a stage performance, las a writer] you can 
drop in and out of awareness of tho frame. Just 
now when I missed our phone call 1 was 
utterly unaware that I was anything but a poet. I 
was in the world of the poem. lAlexiewas late fur 
our interview because he was writing a poem on 
the death of those birdsinArkansas.l 



CP: Tliere are a lot of repeated, bedrock stories and 
ideas in your writing. Are some of those repeated 
narrative structures autobiographical? Is that 
why you keep coming back to them? 

SA: I wrote aline in apoem this morning that read, 
“Why docs that rhubarb patch keep coming back 
to me?’’ ... I never feel like Fve gotten then — that 
I’ve written the thing I need to write about it, or 
that Fve arrived at a place where I fully understand 
the thing. So, you can think of my repetitions as 


CP: War Dances is so dynamic in terms of the nar- 
rative structure — there’s poetry, short stories, 
odd, short prose thoughts and even lists. 

SA: Well, it’s funny — True Diary ...was so dang 
successful. It just dropped oSTheNeio York Times 
list after being there for three years. And part of 
me, certainly.whilcl enjoy the mainstream suc- 
cess, resists it. I think I wrote War Dances, and 
constructed it, with the idea of pushing back. I was 
writing a book that not only called back to my first 
books, but called back to what 1 reallyam: a small- 
press alternative writer who got lucky. And, once 
again, it’s also nostalgia. When we were working 
on it, the editor and I. we thought of it as a mix 
tape . 'There’s even an 'Ode to Mix Tapes" poem in 
there. So, the whole idea was to create a variety 
of selections that told an overall story. 

CP: This book isalsoreofly/unny. 1 read it on a 
plane and disturbed the person next to me. I think 
your writing continues to get funnier. 

SA: Part of it is probably because Pve really turned 
my public appearances into theater in a sense 
— monologues. 1 really do focus on the comedic 
aspects during my talks ithinkit’sjustateoll’vo 
been honing on stage for years that's found its way 
into the fiction more and more.

Summer Break 


HOW IS IT that Bill Ricchini is everywhere all of 
a sudden? Philadelphia's baroque pop practitio- 
ner — the answer to the question, AVhat if Burt 
Bacharnch and Sandic Shaw Iiad a baby?” - has 
broken a five-year silence with a stunning and 
seemingly inescapable album. 

At the end of 2010, the 36-year-old songwriting 
singer formed aband called Summer Fiction, then 

himself a daily part of the music blogosphere. He’s 
scored some ink in the printed world, too. 

Did he hire some kind ofhi^-powered pubhdst? 

"I’m doing all of my media myself and am lucky 
enough to be papular in the Conde Nast build- 
ing lately," says Ricchini. "Yeah, VbgMr andA^ew 
York Liked it. Next stop, Ladies Honu c/ouma/.”He 
guesses that some best-or-20 10 nods on taste-mak- 
ing sites like Rawkblog snowballed into national 
media attention a few months later. He knows well 
the power of the blog. "I mean, iny mom knows 
about Best Coast," be says. 

Ricchini first made waves with chamber pop 
classics OrdinaryTimt in 2002 and TbnighilBurn 
Brighllyin 2005. 

The former, his bedroom-recorded debut CD, rings 
riclUy with surfpop’s swirl, fuzzy guitars and Ray 
Davies -esque lyrics in love with icons from the 
Catholic Church and British film stars couched 
in melancholy melodies. "You look just like Julie 
Christie/ 1 feel just like Terry Stamp," he sings. 

TIBB, as Ricchini abbreviates the latter, had a 
Todd Rimdgren-Uh vibe and was larger in scope 
— full band,hookierhook.s, more mournful ballads — 
without lacking in the intimacy department. 'TfBB 
is solid, less of a complete thought than the new 
record, or oven Ordinary Time, but just a class sot 
of songs beautifully recorded," says Ricchini now. 

He speaks fondly of writing much of TIBB 
— originally "a concept album about ghosts and 
monsters" — in a heady weekend rush after being 


laid up with a ravaging flu during a bbzzard and 
having intense fever dreams. "Wlien the Morning 
Comes" is about a vampire but also about morning 
sex. "She Don’t Come Around Here Anymore' is a 
girl-ghost love song and an homage to Rundgren’s 
"I Saw the Light." 

TheToddness doesn't end there: TIBB was record- 
ed nearly live with Ricchini, Brian Christmzio (of 
BC Camplight) and Spacehog bassist Royston 
Langdon, who was Rundgren’s son-in-law at the 
time. "Liv Tyler brought us cookies in the studio," 
smiles Ricchini.

Ricchini unplugged the crock pot 
iuid spent a summer writing Summer 
F(cf(on,andayear recording it with 
what he estimates was 30 musicians 
in and out ofhis bedroom studio "doing 
take aftcrtakc." 

He mixed it twice, and didn't leave 
the house for months. What followed 
was a record about a pretty girl, told 
from the point of view ofthe heartbro- 
ken guys who fall for her. 

Asked to truly elaborate on Summer Fiction's 
moody view on adult life, Ricchini sounds winded. 
‘You're getting deep, AJJ.Letsdelve into my psyche." 

For he and his band of musicians — fellow whis- 
key drinkers and Pho eaters — Summer Fiction is 
Criterion CoUection films, slim suits, strings, reverb, 
songs about girls and waltzes all leaning toward 
Bacharach-like songs with Hal David-esque poetry 

“1 guess we can deduce that the record is about 


coming of age on songs like ‘Kids in 
Catalina' and'She's Bound to Get Hurt,” 
heclaims.’niere'salot ofbeing in love 
with life, too; see “Carry On." 

‘There's something about digging in 
and buying a house and layingdown roots 
in a dty that screams lata ’30s,"he muses. 
‘‘Freud wotdd say Tm trying to recapture 
the summer after high school. But if that 
were the case the record would sound like 
Pearl Jam, and no one wants that." 

What everybody wants is a tunc like 
"Chandeliers"; romantic self-destruc- 

watch helplessly as a young man falls 
for afemmefetale.We know it will end 



‘The narrative is told almost like a 
crime scene — an unmade bed, a pillow- 
case lipstick stain," says Ricchini, doing 
his best Raymond Chandler imperson- 
ation. “He knows it’s over, yet he longs 
for his beloved trouble." 

The scene is ended, but Summer Fict- 
ion continues. “I’m here to stay," says 
Ricchini.

HOUSE OF WAX 

Illuminated by candles or not, Fork & Barrel's 
ambitbus beer program overshadows its 
here-and-there food . By Adam Erace

A rmed wtth a theater uaher’s flashlight, Fork & Barrel's bar- 
tBider went spehinkiiig in the beer box. The multitudes of 
pillar candles along the bar threw Gothic shadows through 
this deep, narrow East Falls tavern, and in the dark, it took my brew 
steward a sec In unearth the Birrih CO Del DucatoLTJTtimaLuna, a 
peculiar F^rmigiano barley wine. 

A minuteeailier. studying the eight-draft, 120- 
battle selection, I asked this bartender about the 
Luna. “How is it?" He looked at rne, or through 
me, andhiseyes turned into saucers. “It’s Del 
Ducato . , , it's amazing.' 

At raughlySl.&Oan ounce, the murky mahogany brew maybe 
amazing — still and sour, ifs as complex and fiinky asaline taleggio 
— but it ain’t (heap. Pew ofFoik & Barrel’s bottles arc, but owners 
Matt Scheller and Matt and Colleen Swartz curate a collection so 
thrillingitmore thanjustifies the price ofadmisskm.^dus (he travel 
time to this hil^ waterfront ’hood. 

They’re got the requisite Belgians stocked, as well as American 



crafts in the second -story Cask Saloon, but where Fbrk& Barrel 
exceb is the rare, the endangered, the odd, the emerging, The 
barman had to ^rint down to the basement to retrieve a 760 of 
Lieftnans Cuv^e Brut, a beer that nearly became extinct when its 
holdingconipany tanked. He unwrapped its garnet foil like a groom 
would his bride’s lingerie and used a traditional pouring bask(!t 
— itkeepsthesediment in the bottle and not inyourgUss — when 
releasing the racy sour-cherry cascade. 

This bar is the de facto local champion of Italy's maverick craft- 
beer scene, with Binifico tta liana's easy-drinking Tipopils pilsner 
freshly tapped and aceUBrfullofBelgian-inftuencedpaesanos that 
proves the boot is more than just Tbrotii.

between apps and entries would have been nice. 

Fortunately, the bar wasn't that busy, and we were able 
to hoK a whole stretch, eating and passing witli alacrity, 
speed-dating cltef Peter Felton’s food before items, like 
the house-baked pretzel, lost their heat. Unlike tlxe typi- 
cal loopy Germans, this tightly wound wonder looked 
like a cinnamon bun, no holes to speak of but plenty of 
bumished-brown surface area good anrf crusty with coarse 
salt. Crunchy outside and dou^yinside, it arrived warm 
on a long slate plate between finger-paint sqtiiggles of for- 
gettable honey and blue cheese mustards. With stronger 
condiments (served in ramekins}, it could mfikp. a serious 
run for Braiduius Schmitz’s long-unopposed pretzel title. 

Deciding what obc to eat is almost as difficult as decid- 
ing what to drink. Many of Felton’s offerings sound so good: 
Beau Solcil oysters with framboise mignonette! Monkfish 
chowder with watertooi! The "Ploughman’s Lunch" of 
garlic sausage, pAte, ham and cheese, accoutrements and a 
flight of beers for $23! I wanted it all, and some of tlte items 
I ordered came with a big fat side of regret 

The mussels were dry and vapid, any personality in their 
Duchesse broth smothered flat by cream and aioli overkill, 
while the house-cured Irish bacon needed salt (Has tliat 
ever been said about bacon?) Sbeed thick and grilled, the 
meat was lean as a model and tough as a tire, layered on 
an English muffin with a fried egg anH farmhouse Ched- 
dar like an upmarket McDonald’s breakffist sandwich. An 
actual McMuffin might have been better. 

Small tweaks would improve other dishes. The black 
pepper-freckled frazzi pasta buried under dunkel-braised 
oxtail ragu slxould be rolled thinner, while the ragu would 
benefit from the brigbteiung effects of fresh parsley and 
lemon; the zest in the scattering of hazelnut grcmolata just 
wasn’t cutting it. A moro distinctive waffle could heighten 
the playful crisp-skinned poussin and waffles. As they 
are now, the buttermilk grids feel too soft and breakfasty, 
though ihu vuol stock-fortified maple syrup made a con- 
vincing savory campaign. 

My favorite foods at Fork & Barrel came from the 
"Share" sections of Felton's menu, where fontina gave the 
"fondue" — quotes because the crock is baked, rather than 
melted in a pot — real attitude. Cubes of sourdough looked 
like marshmallows adrift in a mug of white hot chocolate, 
their tang a friendly foil for three-cheese dip bolstered with 
shallots and garlic, thinned with Blanche de Bruxelles. 

Even better: Ehlton's uovo inbrodetto, a set of sunny- 
sides baked in a bowl ofbadass gravy that counts bacon, 
pork sausage and ancho rhili among its ingredients. 
Pierced with points of sourdough, the delicate yolks bleed, 
turning the coarse, tomato-red sauce a bright orange. This 
might be a riff on Eggs in Purgatory, but paired with one of 
Ehrk & Barrel's Italian ales, it’s heaven. 

The bread pudding makos a fine finale, but it’s also 
advisable to end a Fork & Barrel experience tlie way it 
began: beer. (’The sharp cherry rush in the last swallow 
of Cuvee Brut really made the pudding’s chocolate chips 
stand out.l'Though the food may falter here and there, the 
brews are beyond reproach.
